DETAILED ACTION 

This is office action is in response to applicant's request for continued 
examination filed on July 6, 2009. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 8, 
2009 has been entered. 

Status of Claims 

Amendment of claim 5 and addition of claims 10-15 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-5 and 7-15 are currently pending and are the subject of this office 

action. 

Claims 1-4 and 7-9 were withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on April 24, 2008. 

Claims 5 and 10-15 are presently under examination. 
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Priority 

The present application is a 371 of PCT/JP04/13652 filed on 09/17/2004, and 
claims priority to foreign application: JAPAN 2003-326140 filed on 09/18/2003. 

Should applicant desire to obtain the benefit of foreign priority under 35 U.S.C. 
119(a)-(d) prior to declaration of an interference, a certified English translation of the 
foreign application must be submitted in reply to this action. 37 CFR 41 .154(b) and 
41.202(e). 

Failure to provide a certified translation may result in no benefit being accorded 
for the non-English application. 

Elections 

On 03/24/08 a restriction requirement was issued. Applicant responded by 
electing Group III (now claims 5 and 10-15) with traverse on the response filed on April 
24, 2008. 

In the response filed by Applicant on June 8, 2009, Applicant introduced new 
species into the newly added claims: 10-15. Had Applicant presented the species 
previously, an election requirement would have been issued and only one of the species 
would have been examined. For this reason an election requirement is being issued 
before examination can be further prosecuted. 

Election for claims being examined: claims 5 and 10-15. 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: catechins listed in claims 10-15. Applicant is 
required to elect a single disclosed species. Electing a compound that is not specifically 
disclosed as filed may be considered new matter. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: they are structurally 
different compounds, and possess widely different physical or chemical properties.
